REMARKS. 

We  would  here  suggest  the  propriety  of  keeping  the  accounts  of 
the  Fire  Department  in  such  a  manner,  as  that  the  expenditure  and 
the  particulars  thereof  for  each  Company,  may  distinctly  appear, 
and  also,  all  other  accounts  of  the  Town,  for  which  special  appro- 
priations are  made. 

The  system  of  collecting  hitherto  pursued,  operates  unequitably 
upon  those  who  pay  their  taxes  promptly,  and  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  town.  The  method  of  collecting  in  the 
city  of  Boston  has  been  amply  tested,  and  is  said  to  be  altogether 
unobjectionable.  The  same  might  be  adopted  by  our  town  to  good 
advantage.  By  it  much  labor  and  inconvenience  would  be  saved  to 
the  Collector,  and  the  collections  would  be  much  more  seasonably 
made. 

We  submit  for  the  consideration  of  our  fellow-citizens,  the  Esti- 
mate on  the  following  page,  as  a  substitute  for  that  offered  by  the 
Selectmen  ;  it  will  be  seen  that  it  does  not  differ  at  all  in  the  object 
or  amount  of  appropriations,  except  in  one  instance,  that  of  "  De- 
ficiency," and  for  that,  we  are  unable  to  see  the  necessity,  if  any 
exist ;  but  for  the  ways  and  means  to  meet  the  appropriations,  we 
differ  materially,  for  by  the  mode  proposed  as  a  substitute,  the  bal- 
ance in  the  Treasury,  will  go  to  diminish  by  that  amount,  the  sum 
raised  by  taxes,  while  that  submitted  by  the  Selectmen,  not  only 
holds  it  in  reserve,  but  seems  to  make  it  subserve  the  purpose  of  in- 
creasing the  amount. 

The  undersigned  having  carefully  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them  as  Auditors,  respectfully  subrnit  the  foregoing  to  their  fellow- 
citizens  for  examination,  believing  it  to  be  a  fair  statement  of  the 
affairs  of  the  town  for  the  past  year.  Some  of  the  accounts  have  not 
been  so  correctly  kept  as  we  could  wish,  the  charges  of  one  depart- 
ment being  frequently  merged  in  another,  and  thus  increasing  the 
duties  of  the  Auditors, — but  we  find  them  all  satisfactorily  vouched.
